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How Far U.S. Will Go In 


Indochina To Stop Reds Is 


Big Question For Nation Now 


By JA M ES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (JI — The most 
Important single question at this 
point 
in 
American 
history—how 
far this country will &o to keep 
Indochina from the Communists— 
is still unanswered by the Eisen­ 
hower administration. 
Secretary of State Dulles, after 
talking with President Eisenhower j 
yesterday, avoided a reply to this 
question: Will the United States 
send troops into Indochina if the 
French should withdraw? 
This way four days after Vice 
President Nixon said that as a ( 
last resort to save Indochina, in j 
the unlikely event the French quit 
fighting the Communists there, the 
United States would be obliged to ; 
send American soldiers to carry 
on the battle. 
Caused Controversy 
Nilon made the statement in re­ 
ply to a question following an off- 
the-record talk to the American* 
Society of Newspaper Editors. B e­ 
cause of 
the circumstances, sto­ 
ries reporting his remark did not 
at first identify Nixon as the one I 


who made it. Later he was so iden­ 
tified. 
The Nixon statem ent caused such 
instant 
controversy, 
particularly 
among m em bers of Congress, that 
the 
State 
Departm ent 
issued 
a 
statement of its own, explaining 
Nixon had talked of a last resort 
which seemed highly unlikely. 


What the department meant was 
unlikely was that the French might 
pull out of the fight. 
What It Didn t Say 
But the most significant part of 
the State Departm ent explanation 
was what it didn’t say at all: it 
neither said Nixon was wrong nor 
that American troops would never 
be sent into Indochina.

PLAN CONFAB 
ON PEACEFUL 
USES OF ATOM 


LOS ANGELES (Pi — President 
Eisenhower plans an international 
conference of scientists to explore 
“the benign and peaceful uses of 
atomic 
energy,” 
says 
Lewis 
L. 
Strauss. 
Tile 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission made this dis­ 
closure last night in addressing the 
Las Angeles World Affairs Coun­ 
cil. He said *it is the President’s 
intention to ask a national Amer­ 
ican scientific organizaton to call 
the meetng later this year. 
No specific date was mentioned 
J for the meeting, which would. be 
the first conclave of its kind in 
the nuclear age. 
Strauss Sets Purpose 
Strauss, in stating its purpose, 
quoted the President’s words: “To 
hasten the day when the fear of 
the atom will begin to disappear 
from the minds of the people and 
the governments of the E ast and 
the W est.” 
The AEC chairm an’s announce­ 
ment cam e during his discussion 
of Eisenhower’s Dec. 8 speech, in 
which the President called upon 
the world’s atomic powers to set 
up an international agency to de­ 
velop peaceful atomic pursuits.
